Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/05/2006 has been entered. 

Applicant's Amendment filed on 06/05/2006 has been entered. In this 
Amendment, Claims 1, 2, 7, 18 and 26-27 are amended, Claims 4, 6 and 25 are 
cancelled, and new Claims 29-31 are added. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-24 and 26-31 remain for 
examination. 

Applicant's Amendment and addition of new claims necessitate an 
election/restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions

The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as by 
applying a user defined pattern matching expression to identify sensitive data within the 
at least one electronic transaction query from a client network. Invention II has 
separated utility such as by securing sensitive information within server systems to 
dynamically determine the at least one electronic request includes sensitive data. 
Therefore, the invention I and II are distinct from the other. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
